ORGANIZATION.

The National Guard of Arizona consists of iine 
Companies, comprising the First Infantry Regiment and-- 
Regimental Band . E 
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During the year Company G, of Tombstone, wås 
disbanded and Company C was re-organized at Tempe. 
Its members are strong with utmost zeal toward pro- 
ficiency in military knowledge. 


I would strongly recommend that provision be 
made for annual encampments. The benefit to be 
gained from these encampments cannotsbe over esti- 
mated. 


I regret sincerely that no United States officer was 
detailed this year to inspect the National Guard. Itis 
of great importance that the Guard should be annually 
inspected by competent officers and is advantageous to 
the commissioned officers of the Guard to come in con- 
tact with the officers of the Regular Army in the per- 
formance of their official duties. Itgives them a knowl- 
edge of their duties which could not be otherwise ob- 
tained. i 

I would call your attention to the report of Major 
H. F. Robinson, Inspector of Small Arms Practice. It 
is due to his hard work and perseverance that the rifle 
practice has been brought up to its present state of 
perfection. ` 

The National Guard is, I think, so faras equipments 
are concerned, in a much better condition than at any 
other period ofits existence; and I am in hopes before 
the fiscal year is ended that I can improve the condi- 
tions in a great measure sÓ that shóuld any emergency 
arise the Guard could be put upon the march,or called 
into active service in a fairly good campaign footing, 
and yet; after this is accomplished, the fact still remains 
that the Military Code adopted by the Sixteenth Legis- 
lative Assembly is inactive. 


Sec. 5-of Article VII, provides that he Adjutant 
General shall be ex-officio Commissary General and 
that he shall provide such subsistence for the National 
Guard as may be ordered by the Commander-in-Chief. 
That is all tight so far as it goes. 
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There are no provisions in this Act to pay for any 
subsistence that might be reguired, consequently it will 
be impossible to move troops or put them into camp. 

Again, Act No. 90, of the Seventeenth Legislative 
Assembly, Supplemental to and Amendatory of Act No. 
74. of the Sixteenth Legislative Assembly, provides that 
the National Guard shall receive the same pay and sub- 
sistence received by the United States Army, when 
called into active service. This is again a dead letter— 
no provision having been made under which money can 
be drawn to pay the Guard should they be called out. 

Itis unjust to expect the members of the National 
Guard to give up their time and money in the service of + 

he people of the Territory contingent upon the action 
f some future Territorial legislature to reimburse 
them. i 

It seems preposterous in the face of the above facts 
and under existing laws which limit the Militia to 
ten companies, to recommend an increase of the Militia 
of the Territory, but I cannot resist the impulse to do 
so. I would earnestly recommend that six companies 
of Cavalry and at least one light battery of Artillery be 
added to the Militia force, as soon as practicable. My 
object in suggesting the above addition to our Military 
force is based on the following reasons: 

We have several tribes of war-like Indians within 
our borders; the southern border of our Territory rests 
on a foreign country; the national government is draw- 
ing its regular forces out of the Territory; we are on 


the verge of statehood and by having all the branches — 


of Military service represented we will have an edu- 
cated Military body from which to draw our officers, 
who will be competent to organize and properly disci- 
pline the future National Guard under statehood. Un; 
der which government they will be greatly needed for 
its own protection. i : 
The Records of this office are very incomplete, nor 
can I understand how they could be otherwise. The 
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routine work ofthe office occupies one half of my time 
to keep it in proper runging order. Heretofore this 
time was demanded of the Adjutant General with no 
pay whateverfor hisservices. As a necessary result the 
office work was neglected and has gone on in this man- 
ner until it is in absolute confused state. 

I find among the records, several applications for 

"certificates of discharge from the Arizona Volunteers 
during the late war; but I find no records to show that 
Arizona ever furnished any volunteers during the war— 
but she certainly did furnish the volunteers and they 
were accepted by the national government. 

»  Ifind in the U. S. Army register that Captain John 
H. Coster, retired, is accredited as having been a 
captain in the 1st Regiment of Infantry, Arizóna Volun- 
teers, and mustered out June 13, 1866. 

Adjutant General Geo. Brown evidently niade appli- 
cation for copies of the Muster Rolls of the Arizona 
Volunteers from Colonel Ainsworth, who was then the 
officer in charge of the War Records at Washington, D. 
C., of the late rebellion, but was denied the copies. I 
shall make it one of my most important duties to ob- 
tain perfect copies of all Muster Rolls of soldiers who 
served Arizona, in order to complete the archives of 
this office. 

In conclusion I wish to express my grateful ack- 
nowledgments, first, to your Excellency for the uni- 
form kindness and consideration you have always ex- 
tended to me personally, and to your devotion and in- 
terest in every detail relative to the National Gnard. 

To the Regimental and Battalion Commanders, the 
several Company Commanders and the officers and 
men of the entire Guard fortheir devotion to the service 
and uniform kind and courteous treatmentin my official 
duties, I return my sincere thanks.

SIR: | - , 
In reporting for duty on the expiration of my pres- 
ent leave of absence I have the honor to make the fol- 
lowing report: 

In April, 1892, at the annual meeting of the National 
Association of Military Surgeons, held in St. Louis, 
I was appointed on the Committee of Organization of 
the International Congress of Military Surgeons and 
assigned to the British Army. Since then it has been 
my ptivilege to hold a most interesting correspondence 
with Sir William A. McKenzie, Surgeon-General of Her 
Majesty’s Forces, and he has signified his intention, if 
possible, to be present at the meeting of the Inter- 
national Congress of Military Surgeons when it meets 
in this country, and to also send a delegation of repre- 
sentatives of the medical officers of Her Majesty’s 
Forces 
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At the annuál meeting of the National Association 
of Military Surgeons held in Chicago in August, 1893, 
I was reappointed on this committee, being the only 
member of the old committee who was retained. The 
committee as it now stands is as follows: Col. Chas. 
R. Greenleaf, Deputy Surgeon-General U. S. À.; Brig.- 
Gen. Jos. D. Bryant, New York; Brig.-Gen. Thos. Kit- 
teridge, Mass.; Col. Scott Helm, Ariz.; Capt. Berto- 


lette, U. S. N.; Capt. Wertenbaker, U. S. M. H. S. 


Å conference of this Committee of Organization was 
held in Washington in the early part of this month and 
it was decided to hold the International Congress of 
Military Surgeons in that city in May, 1894. I had 
the honor to be reassigned to the British Army. "This 
will probably be the most brilliant affair in associated 
medicine that has ever been held in the United States. 


Itis not customary for the War Department to fur- 
nish hospital supplies to the National Guard, but during 
this leave I held a consultation with Gen. Sternberg, 
Surgeon-General U. S. A., representing to him our earn- 
estefforts to establish our ownserviceon a good, sound 
footing in case of emergency, and also our utterly unpro- 
tected condition in case of emergency and our great dis- 
tance from supplies, at the same time urging him to 
consider our necessities in this direction. He treated 
me with the utmost courtesy and promised to recom- 
mend to the Honorable Secretary of War that an excep- 
tion be made in this instance and that the Medical 
Department of the National Guard of Arizona be fur- 
nished with the field hospitaloutfit of the regular army.

SIR : 

I have the honor to herewith submit my Annual 
Report of the Department of Small Arms Practice: 

Herewith attached findintabulated form the report 
of Rifle Practice of the National Guard of Arizona for 
the year ending October 15th, 1893. 

The report of the First Regiment shows an average 
of 28.63; which while not large, shows an increase 
over last year of 54.9 per cent. 


Of the entire strength recorded, 33.2 per cent have - 


not appeared on the range; 31.8 per cent have ap- 
peared for shooting but have not qualified for honors, 
that is, not higher than 2nd class; the balance of the 
number have done good work and made the record of 
the entire Gugrd. 

The system of shooting and scoring adopted, was 
fully explained in my report of last year, and it is un- 
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neccessary to repeat it here, but will say that it has 
filled all requirements so far, and I can recorimend no 


* alterations. 


'To increase interest in target work I, on August 


'24th, 1893, issued the following circular, which was em- 


bodied in Special Orders No. 2, A. G. O., Circular No. 2: 


a Desiring to see increased interest in target practice 
and believing that to encoutage a spirit of competition 
and rivalry is the best method of accomplishing that 
end, the following announcements are made: 


I. To the officer or soldier making the highest indi- 
vidual score during the target season of 1893, which 
closes October 15th, will be given a special jeweled 
medal. i : 


II. Wishing to encourage competitive shooting 
between teams from different companies, this depart- 
meut will furnish special medals for the members of the 
wiunidg teams in such shoots, when conducted under 
instructions from this office. 


The result has fully justified the offer; increased in- 
terest being taken in individual shooting, and in team 
work has resulted in a match being arranged hetween 
a team from B and C Companies to take place at Phoe- 
nix on Christmas day. . 


I would again suggest the issuing of armory prac- 
tice ammunition to the various companies. The good 
resulting from such practice being very great, instruct- 
ing as it does in position and aiming, giving a chance 
for a great amount of practice at a slight cost, and in- 
creasing the efficiency of the range practice. 


Lack of funds and the distance between posts has 
prevented a personal inspection of the gvork of each 
company; but I have tried to keep in touch with each 
company by correspondence. .. 
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Necessary blanks and a limited number of copies of 
“Small Arms Practice" and Rice's "Range Manual," 
have been furnished the companies as asked for, though 
from the fact that the Territory does not furnish funds 
nor supplies I have not been able to do what should 
have been dont in the matter, but under existing cir- 
cumstances have done all I could.
